Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 1 and 17 are generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction 
requirement as to the encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claims 5-7, 16 
and 18, directed to species 2 and 3 are no longer withdrawn from consideration since all 
of the claims to these species depend from or otherwise include each of the limitations 
of an allowed generic claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the 
linked species, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) depending from or including 
all the limitations of the allowable generic linking claim(s) be presented in a continuation 
or divisional application, such claims may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 
Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no 
longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 44 F.2d 121 1, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 
(CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's argument's especially those on page 3 of the remarks concerning the 

routing of the first and second optical signals to both first and second media, are 
persuasive. 

Claim 1 is allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art fails 
to teach or reasonably suggest, "a feedback path connecting the first and second active 
media so as to route at least a portion of the first and second optical signals from the 
first and second output ports to the second and first output ports as respective second 
and first optical control signals for travel along the second and first propagation paths in 
second and first reverse directions that are opposite to the second and first forward 
directions respectively" as set forth in the claimed combination. Claims 2-16 are also 
allowable due to their dependency on claim 1 .

Claim 1 7 is allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art 
fails to teach or reasonably suggest, "a feedback path connecting the first and second 
active media so as to route at least a portion of the first and second optical signals from 
the first and second output ports to the second and first output ports as respective 
second and first optical control signals for travel along the second and first propagation 
paths in second and first reverse directions that are opposite to the second and first 
forward directions respectively" as set forth in the claimed combination. Claims 18-21 
are also allowable due to their dependency on claim 17. 

The prior art of record, Roberts and Parolari et al teach an optical threshold 
device with a first and second active medium and a feedback path connecting the first 
and second media wherein at least a portion of the first optical signal is routed to the 
second output port as a control signal but does not teach routing at least a portion of the 
first and second optical signals to both the second and first media in counter 
propagating directions and there is no motivation or teaching to modify this difference as 
derived.
